Route 125 


The proposed development of some 
80 acres of land in North Wilming- 
ton, north of Route 125, has come 
under fire by the Planning Board. 

Attorney Joseph Courtney appeared 
before the board Tuesday night to dis- 
cuss the board's objections to the 
plans submitted by P.G.A. Realty, for 
the building of a road and industrial 
park off Route 125 and Andver St. 

A report by the Planning Board noted 
planning problems such as water 
mains, increased traffic along Route 
125, the preservation of natural as- 
sets, and in particular inadequate 
drainage planning. The results of a 
Hatch Act hearing on this last item 
are yet tocome. 

Board members Danny Gillis and 
Mort Grant were in opposition to the 
present plans, which, they believe, 
could casue water supply. pollution 
The developer's plan calls for drain- 
age into an area where thre are 
brooks which eventually lead to the 
Brown's Crossing well field and the 
town’s water supply. 

With a new roadway, and with large 
asphalted areas to be maintained 
during the winter months by salting, 
this could lead to increased chloride 
deposits in the water, the board felt. 
Gillis suggested that the development 
should install filter beds to remove 
salts from the drainage water. No 
such plan presently exists for the 

roposed industrial park. 

F Courtney responded to the filter bed 
idea by saying it was discriminatory 
in that the same problem exists with 
the salting of Interstate Roue 93, and

Nichols 
Street 
Discussion 


To widen or not widen - that was 
the hot issue that was cooled by 
‘Townsmen at Monday Night's informal 
hearing held at the Town Hall by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Approximately three dozen people 
attended the meeting to air their 
views on a proposal to widen Nichols 
Street, and to install sidewalks on 
either side of that residential road- 
way. The results of a vote taken 
after 30 “minutes of questions. ‘dis- 
cussion, debate, and more questions 
indicated that the plan had been 
defeated. 

Proposed in April of this year, 
the plan called for the use of county 
funds to widen the street from 32 
feet to 50 feet to permit the in- 
clusion of sidewalks and snow strips 
on either side of the street. The 
widening would be done from the cen- 
ter of the street and would mean 
the loss of frontage to many Nichols 
Street property owners. An estimated 
$90,000 could be made available from 
the County for this project. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris ex- 
plained at the opening of the hearing 
that the purpose of the meeting was 
to get the feeling of the people 
on the issue. He further stated that 
reasons for the street widening plan 
were varied and included the building 
of large housing units in the area 
which would cause an increase in 
traffic on the street. 

Protesting the proposed plan. resi- 
dents cited land damages. possible 
costs above county funds. and traf- 
fic problems as their main objections 
One resident, Alexandre Dauvergne 
called the street a dragway now, and
